At 2159 PST a round red stationary object was sichted by a CAA cperator for 
10 minutes times The object seemed to fade in and fade out intermittently and 
eventually faded out cemplately. The observer estimated the unknown to be at a 
270° azimuth from his position and at an altitude of 10,000', Weather at the 


time of sighting consisted of scattered clouds at 2,C00' with 10 miles visibility.
